The time of his resignation 
was not fixed by Leche, who failed 
to clear up whether the "irregu- 
larities" were discovered before 
or after he quit. 


Leche and Long later an- 


nounced the governor's resigna- 
tion was being withheld, presum- 
ably pending clarification of the 
university 
situation, 
although 


Leche declined to say how long he 
would stay in office. 


> Calls Reporters 


Leche called reporters last night 


to the executive mansion, heavily 
guarded by state police, and issued 
a written statement that Dr. 
James Monroe Smith, president of 
Louisiana State University since 
1930, 
had resigned his post and

"financial irregularity which may 
reach a total of several hundred 
thousand dollars." 


Efforts "to reach him (Smith) 


for questioning have been unsuc- 
cessful," the governor said. 


State police, with orders to 


arrest Dr. Smith on sight, were 
r ationed at railroad 
stations, 


i shways and airports. Other 
state police took over the uni- 
versity offices of Dr. Smith, Edgar 
N. Jackson, business manager, and 
C. Gordon Johnson, auditor of 
L. S. U. Troopers were placed 
around Dr. Smith's residence on 
the university campus. 


Special Probe 


Gov. Leche's statement said a 


special grand jury investigation of 
the alleged irregularities would 
begin "immediately" and that we 
had called a meeting of the board 
of administrators of the university 
to consider the matter Monday 
afternoon. 


Long, who drove here last night 


from the Long family home in 
Wmnfield a short time before the 
twin announcements, seemed sur- 
prised, although after Governor 
Leche announced last Wednesday 
night that he intended to quit 
because of ill health, Long com- , 
mented: "I'm not governor yet. ! 
That man may change his mind ' 
tomorrow."

Garner Frowns at Plan 


Washington, June 26 W)—Vice 


President Garner was described 
by friends today as "sharply crit- 
ical" of some phases of President 
Roosevelt's $3,860,000,000 lending 
program, although they said he 
does not intend to oppose it ac- 
tively.

told the House of Commons to- 
day he had "some reason to hope" 
that discussions now going on in 
Tokyo would lead to a settlement 
of the Far Eastern crisis. 


For that reason, he said, he did 


not want to make any statement 
which might "prejudice the pros- 
pects of a satisfactory issue of the 
conversations with the Japanese 
government." 


Chamberlain did say, however, 


that Britain was insisting that in- 
dignities to British nationals in 
China must cease and that the 
British ambassador to Japan, Sir 
Robert Leslie Craigie, had made 
this clear to the Japanese govern- 
ment. 


Chamberlain's statement in the 


House of Commons /on the Far 
Eastern crisis came at a time when 
interest was centered in the case 
of a British subject and his wife 
who, the British charge, werffforc- 
ed by Japanese sentries to un- 
dress at an entrance to the block- 
aded foreign area 


British Consul Major G. A. Her- 


bert at Tientsin announced the 
Briton was forced to strip naked 
and his wife to undress down to a 
girdle before a Japanese sentry, 
but a Japanese spokesman at 
Tientsin said Japan would not in- 
vestigate the case because "in 
principle such a case could not 
happen." 


The British 
Ambassador to 


Tokyo, Sir Robert Leslie Craigie, 
was said to have lodged another 
protest with the Japanese govern- 
ment against indignities suffered 
by Britons at Tientsin, worded 
more sharply than previous pro- 
tests. 


German Taunt 


German leaders, who have been 


watching Britain's situation in 
the Far East closely, spoke in Sun- 
day addresses bluntly of willing- 
ness to take risks to get what 
they want for Germany, and one 
of them, Propaganda 
Minister 


Goebbels, taunted: 


"If they (Britain) attempt to 


threaten, that does not matter to 
us. There is no force behind it. 
Look at Japan.

the History C examination alone 


Beside the 14 who because of 


History C alone will not be grad- 
uated there were several who will 
not receive their regents certifi- 
cate which they sought but they 
will be graduated upon their Sen- 
ior year class average and be 
awarded the usual school certifi- 
cate. In order to receive a school 
certificate a student must obtain 
an average of 80 per cent in all 
fourth year subjects.

average is obtained the student 
graduates and is awarded the

You are going out from this 
school wiser than were all the 
philosophers of antiquity. In your

You have 
the power of God Himself to ward 
off any danger to yourself and 
your soul. 


You have also negative things 
to look out for. You'must avoid 
sin and you must' avoid the oc- 
casions of sin. These are the per- 
sons, places or things that may 
lead you into sin. Your elders 
will tell you that they have never 
fallen into sin that there was not 
one of these factors present. And 
so in the weekly Mass and weekly 
Communion and confession you 
are able to detect the occasions of 
sin. You would not think of 
crossing the street without look- 
ing up and down to see if there 
was an automobile coming.- You 
not only try to avoid being in- 
jured but you avoid the occasions 
of being injured. You look, you 
watch, you are on your guard. 
You are not going to cross, the 
street if you see an occasion of 
injury. If you-see an automobile 
tearing down the street you will 
not make any attempt to cross. 
And the same thing applies to 
your soul. 
You must not only 
avoid sin, but you must avoid the 
persons, places and things which 
are like the automobile bearing 
down the road to sweep you otf 
your feet and injure your soul. 


Finally I remind you of what 
I said to you this morning. I am 
your father in Jesus Christ, and 
just as Christ loves you so have I 
loved you. I have known you for 
the past three months. I have 
taken a special pride 'in you be- 
cause you are the first fruits of 
this school in my administration. 
It would break my heart if I knew 
that any one of you went wrong.

000 persons In this country are In- 
fected with trichinosis alone. This 
means that one out of every eight is 
a victim of this disease caused by 
a parasite found in pork—a stagger- 
ing average, which gives the United 
State* the highest Incidence among 
all nations. Bovine tuberculosis and 
undulant fever are among the other 
Important 
animal-conveyed dis- 


eases, \rhile the lesser ones pose 
their own health problems.

Still Puzzles Frenchmen 
On the island of Ste. Marguerite, 


near Cannes on the French Riviera 
lives a great legend. Here it was 
that during the reign of Louis XIV, 
in this rock-bound monastery, ris- 
ing out of the sea, one of the strang- 
est mysteries of French history WE* 
lived out for 40 years by the "man 
to the iron mask," whose tragic 
identity still is unknown.

mask that was never lilted, as « 
prisoner all those years this un- 
known man kept his lonely vigil ot 
the sea until at last death set him 
free and he was taken to his grave.

XTV, is usually credited with the 
first successful blood transfusion, 
June 15, 1667, when he transferred 
nine ounces of arterial blood from a 
sheep to a sufferer from repeated 
bleedings, and both survived. The 
operation was unpopular until mod- 
ern science increased its safety. 
Formerly the cloKirig ol blood re- 
sulted in fatal results in one-half 
the cases.—Medical Society of the 
State of New York.

town is Mr. Everett Mitchell of Chicago, a 
radio announcer on the National Farm and 
Home hour.

Another blow has fallen in Central Europe. 


And again it is the sort of thing that turns 
the free world against the tyrants. 


The Czechs, a kindly and tolerant people, 


cherishing their own race and culture but 
respecting the race and culture of others, 
have failed to persecute their Jews. So their 
new Nazi masters now take care of that duty 
for them. In a sudden stroke, Reichs Pro- 
tector Baron Konstantin von Neurath, as 
overlord, steps in to protect the Czechs from 
their Jews, and incidentally to deprive per- 
haps 100,000 of that harassed race of their 
property and livelihood. 


Jewish property in Moravia and Bohemia 


is estimated at $68,0,000,000. Nearly all of 
it will be confiscated by the Hitler govern- 
ment, and the Jews will not be allowed to 
carry on business after July 31 except by 
von Neurath's consent. How they will live, 
neither they nor anyone else knows. Pre- 
sumably they will be added to the sad army 
of exiles seeking refuge throughout the world 
and seldom finding it. 


The irony of the situation is that, as usual, 


the Nazis themselves will not profit by such 
action. There will be less production and 
prosperity in the land when those Jews have 
been driven out.

The Rotary International Convention in 


Cleveland has shown its usual ability to fuse 
people of many types, occupations, cultures 
and races. The mutual tolerance and com- 
mon humanity of any such gathering are 
always amazing. But in one respect they still 
fall short of unanimity. 


An effort was made at this meeting to in- 


troduce a religious note and open the conven- 
tion with prayer. But at once the problem 
arose of formulating a prayer which would 
be acceptable alike to Christians, Jews, Budd- 
hists, Confucianists, Zoroastrians, and so on. 
After considerable discussion, the idea was 
abandoned. For similar reasons it was felt 
necessary to table a motion proposing a gen- 
eral prayer for local club meetings. 


Thfe is necessary, no doubt, for religious 


freedom, the most sensitive and persistent of 
all form of human liberty. Divine truth may 
be one, but interpretations of it are many. 


SPEECHLESS CANDIDATES 


Sixteen candidates for city council in 


Miami, Fla., are said to have done a novel 
bit of campaigning the other day. A meet- 
ing had been arranged at which they were 
to present themselves to the public. The 
time arrived and with it 300 hardy voters. 


As the candidates were introduced by 


name, each walked slowly across the stage 
in full view of the crowd, waved his hand, 
and departed without speaking a word. It 
made a great hit with many of the audience, 
although some, no doubt, felt cheated. Con-

Most physicians pay little or no attention to 


bends in the septum—the partition between the two 
nostrils. As a matter of fact, a nose with a straight 
septum is almost rare. It is estimated that perhaps 
one In every five or ten is about the average finding. 


The reason little or no attention is paid to a 


bent or deflected septum is that the physician fig- 
ures that there is no difference in air space be- 
tween 50 and 50 each side In a straight septum and 
60 and 40 with a bent septum; they both add up to 
100. This, of course, refers to slight bends or de- 
flections. 


What about severe bends or deflections of the 


septum? Can the severe deflection cause symp- 
toms? 
When the deflection is so severe that it actually 


closes up one side of the nose there will not be any 
air going to or coming from the lungs on that side. 
This means lack of ventilation of the sinuses on that 
side of the head and lack of draining of any mucous 
from the sinuses. 
Dr. W. S. Syme, Glasgow, whom I have quoted 


before, in the British Medical Journal, tells us that 
middle ear and catarrhal conditions are found very 
often with deflection of the septum. When severe, it 
may cause pain by pressing against the side wall of 
the nose. However, the blockage of the little open- 
ing from sinus into the nose prevents mucous or pus 
from draining out into nose and throat, causing se- 
vere pain from pressure. In these cases the bend or 
deflection is high up in the nose due to injury- 
football, boxing, or a fall. 
The point about this is that while most of us 


have a bent septum and no treatment is required, 
in cases of sinus trouble, catarrh, or middle ear 
conditions where good ventilation and drainage is 
necessary, one with a bent septum is more likely to 
have severe pain and require operation than one 
whose septum is straight. 


A bent or deflected septum, even if badly de- 


flected, which is causing no symptoms requires no 
treatment.

Mem- 
bers of congress insist that one of 
the principal reasons for adjourn- 
ment is.that they have an oppor- 
tunity to get back home and talk 
with their constituents. Nowadays, 
however, with the developed habit 
of the electorate in writing let- 
ters and telegrams and the fre- 
quent use also of the telephone, 
the average member is hardly out 
of touch. 


What the recesses really:mean 


is'that members have a chance to 
build up their political organiza- 
tions, at home and sense what 
opposition may be arising to their 
candidacies. Such concern is 
understandable in normal times, 
but with 10,000,000 persons out of 
work, deficits higher than ever; 
and the world In a disturbed con- 
dition which makes-it difficult to 
tell from one week to another 
whether a new crisis may not be 
emerging, the need for a virtually 
continuous session . of congress 
transcends all personal and poli- 
tical considerations. 


There used to, be, and still is in 


some quarters, a belief that busi- 
ness is better when Congress 
finishes certain stages of its work 
and goes home for awhile. But 
nowadays just the reverse is true. 
When congress goes home, the 
commissions and boards and de- 
partments to which congress has 
delegated vast legislative powers 
and the disbursement of huge 
sums begin to take over the whole 
governmental scene and there is 
no fear of congressional inquiry or 
the sudden passage of a joint 
resolution of restriction to inter- 
fere with'the sweep of bureaucra- 
tic whimsicality. 


Congress today has before it 


certain major'tasks which it' has 
neglected since the present session 
began in January. The problem 
of economic recovery- has -been 
complicated by the indifference "of 
Congress to the revision of exist- 
ing laws dealing with social re- 
form. When the last congressional 
elections 
in 
November, 1938, 


created the present congress, the 
general impression was that the 
New Deal had not, to be sure, 
been repudiated but had been held 
subject to revision and correction. 


Soine of th* iwisionary

ures now have been adopted, but 
the principal laws which prevent 
the smooth operation'of the econ- 
omic system nave been left uh-: 
touched. Thus there are amend-" 
ments to the Securities and Ex-: 
change Act, Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions Law, and the Wage and ; 
Houi»Law, which, If made, would 
give business and industry a,real 
stimulus. Public opinion wants- 
such amendments' made. Congress 
knows certain changes should be ' 
made. If these are at all justified, 
then the time for such changes 
to be made is without delay. 
Congress has been in a waiting 
mood. In the absence of sharp 
pressure from the public on 
specific issues, 'there has been a 
tendency to drift and wait till the:

ThY- 
most vital defect in such legisla- 
tion has been the vagueness of the-.'

Unless Congress delegates in 


specific .terms the powers it is. 
supposed to exercise tinder the . 
constitution, the effect is to turn 
over to bureaus and boards and 
commissions the law-making pow- 
er.

built up in the reform era brought 
by the New Deal. .That-is .why 
many persons sincerely say they 
favor the New Deal objectives but 
not the manner in which they 
have been executed:

Between these two opposites is the 
desire of the country to have cor- 
lectives applied. . 


Congress has not done its job 


at this session. There is much 
work to be ,done. The summer 
heat is often disconcerting here, 
but a recess of a few weeks would 
take care of that argument 
When autumn comes, Congress 
can get to work and carry on. 
The status of bills and. commit-; 
tee reports would remain 'the 
same during the recess. 


•There is no good reason for 


waiting till next January to .do 
things which ought to be done at 
once,for the benefit of the coun- • 
try as a whole—no good reason 
except a few individual con- 
veniences and summer plans be- 
side which the welfare of the na-. 
tion is many thousand times more 
vital especially if it be true that 
governmental policies have had •.

covery as is commonly asserted. 
The Republicans have enough 
strength to insist on a recess in- 
stead of'ah adjournment; If they 
did nothing else this session, they 
would by such a step justify the 
protest vote which millions - of 
citizens cast in their behalf in No:

material success. Happily for us, 
*lt* depression years have revised 
tone standards. Materially and 
•conomically we may not be as 
Well off as our parents were ten 
years ago. The challenge to youth

today is not how much money can 
you earn quickly, but how can 
you live a real, full, abundant life 
in -the face of the present crisis. 
The lesson to those who are older 
is this, that not in bread alone 
does man live, but in every word 
.that proceedeth from the mouth 
of :God. In other words, material- 
tern has failed to answer the big 
questions of life, and you young- 
sters of today are saved the hard 
struggle of searching out this all- 
important truth.

New Television Tube 


Can Pierce Fog, Haze 


A television transmitting tube that 


can pierce fog and haze to pick up 
scenes for transmission through the 
ether has been developed in the 
laboratories of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America. ' 


The screen of the new tube picks 


up scenes by the heat waves given 
off by objects in the scene. Tech- 
nically, these are known as infra- 
red rays and unlike light waves, 
they pierce fog and haze. 
Thus, 


what is primarily projected on the 
screen is not a light image of the 
scene but a "heat" or infra-red in* 
age. 


Instead of being photo-electric at 


the ordinary "tele-eye" or Icono- 
scope of the television pick-up cam- 
eras, the screen is thermo-electric, 
that is, electric potentials are gen- 
erated in it when-heat wave* strike 
it The thermo-electric 
sensitive 


screen is disclosed as being a fine 
film of germanium, a rare earth 
metal, mounted on a thin sheet of 
mica. 


When the'heat image is projected 


on it localized potential differencei 
appear in the film as a result of tem- 
perature differences in different ele- 
mental areas of the heat image. 
These correspond to lights and shad- 
ows of the scene. Now when the 
image on the screen is scanned by 
a pencil beam of electrons, electri- 
cal currents are released from the 
film corresponding with the lights 
and shadows of the scene. These 
impulses are amplified and convert- 
ed into a visible image correspond- 
ing to that broadcast 


With the new tube it would be pos- 


sible, for example, to televise a hot 
electric iron or a stove in a dark 
room.
